Oil Fraud Punished 


= New York state the other day a judge imposed a fine of 

$100, or thirty days in jail in default of payment, on a 
service station operator who had substituted an inferior 
brand of oil for a well known branded lubricant which had 
been ordered and paid for. A few cases of this kind will do 
more than unlimited conversation to check the practice of 
substitution. 

This business of giving an inferior oil for a branded 
article that has been ordered and paid for is one of the 
meanest and most insidious evils with which the automo- 
tive industry has to deal. The ordinary car owner has 
had it dinned into his ears that the most important item 
in upkeep is proper and plentiful lubrication. He has 
been warned to buy only the best of oil. Today the lesson 
has been learned and most car owners try to give their 
cars adequate lubrication. If a dishonest dealer, to make 
a few cents additional on a quart of oil, substitutes an 
inferior oil that will not do the job for which it is 
intended, the car owner is likely to become discouraged 
and say: “What's the use, anyway?” 

Automobile dealer organizations can find no more useful 
work in their communities than tracking down the dishon- 
est service station which is practising substitution and seeing 
that it is punished. A test car, properly equipped, and visit- 
ing local service stations, can very quickly detect merchants 
who are practicing this ‘contemptible form of cheating. A 
vigorous campaign by any local dealer organization will 
stamp out the evil in short order. Furthermore, the oil com- 
panies will be glad to lend expert and energetic assistance.
